State sales tax auditers who are 
checking evasions of the Missouri 
two per cent sales tax by taverns 
and liquor dealers in St. Louis and 
St..Louis County, have found about 
$125,000 of unpaid taxes for 1939, 
1940 and 1941 in four weeks of 
auditing and their inquiry is just 
well under.way, Supervisor G. Hu- 
bert Bates of the Sales Tax Diyi- 
sion of the State Auditor’s Depart- 
ment said today. 
Bates said it was difficult to 
make a definite estimate at this 
stage of the inquiry, but indicated 
the total of delinquent taxes to be

MANDALAY, March 11 (AP).— 
The withdrawal of British troops 
from the southern Burma trap left 
the Japanese in possession today 
of the great Irrawaddy delta which 
bulges 100 miles into the Andaman 
Sea and extends 160 miles from 
the Gulf of Martaban to the Bay 
of Bengal. 

Its ports, Rangoon and Bassein, 
now are open to the Japanese 
Navy, and it seemed likely that 
Japan’s next sea move might be 
directed against the Harbor of 
Akyab, close to the frontier of 
Bengal Province, India, and the 
Chittagong Coast. 

Japanese submarines as early as

plies sent via Rangoon and the 
Burma road to China... 
Situation Not Clear. 

Depending on motor couriers for 
reports from the land front, mili- 
tary circles said the exact situa- 
tion in the south was uncertain, 
and was changing hourly. 

Unofficially, the Japanese were 
reported to have reached the vi- 
cinity of a village 16 miles south of 
Toungoo, more than a third of 
the way from Rangoon te Manda- 
lay. 

The Japanese also were said to 
have joined rebellious bands along 
the Irrawaddy River for an at- 
tempt against Prome, a third of 
the way from Rangoon to the In- 
dian border. 

Although anxious about the Chi- 
nese on their right flank, the Japa- 
nese now apparently are preparing 
to assault British positions before 
Toungoo or Prome. 

Behind this line, Mandalay ob- 
viously must be on the Japanese 
schedule, for it is the pivot of the 
Burma defense.

Nelson, in urging a 24-hour, sev- 
en-day week in defense output, 
read Kiline’s letter in whichi‘he 
said he usually became drowsy 
on the night shift at the plant, 
but after listening to.a speech 
by Nelson a week ago, he “never 
once got sleepy.” Nelson in that 
speech said it was up to the 
“soldiers” on the production line 
to keep those on the front fight- 
ing. 

“I told the other fellows on the 
shift,” Kline wrote Nelson, “what 
I heard and the conclusion drawn 
by each of us was that we could

The decree declared that “from 
the time the use of the armed 
forces for the defense of the state 
becomes necessary, the President 
will declare a state of war in all 
national territory or in part of it.” 

Any endangering of the country’s 
institutions or the safety of its 
citizens or territory is sufficient 
cause for the President to declare 
a state of emergency in the whole 
countr} or any part of it, the de 
cree provided.

WASHINGTON—A rationing of 
electric power on a nation-wide 
basis which probably would mean 
the night closing of service sta- 
tions, or at least cutting out all of 
their flood and display lights, was 
predicted for this year by d 
Olds, chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission, this week. 

Chairman Olds has informed a 
House committee that a power 
shortage of several million kilo- 
watts might be expected in 1942, 

He pointed to the rigs mig Falls 
area as a critical zone, With 95 per 
cent of its total capacity needed for 
war production alone—steel, planes 
and tanks, and a huge TNT pliant 
now building. 

As war output mounts in such 
vital production zones as Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Buffalo 
and Syracuse the power deficit will 
have to be made up by drawing 
from. such comparatively non-pro- 
ductive areas as New York city. 


Wartime rationing of the na- 
tion’s power will operate in four 
major phases as it goes into high: 

1. Non-essential non-defense in- 
dustries will be asked to change 
their work hours to avoid running 
at peak periods of the day or week. 
Some might be asked to close 
down. ; 

2. Display lighting will be dis- 
continued or cut to an absolute 
minimum—this ta include not only 
signs and advertising but window 
lighting. 

3. Air-conditioning systems, as 
non-essentials, will be curtailed or 
discontinued entirely. . 

4. Residential users of electricity 
will be asked to cut down in every 
possible manner. 

Voluntary. co-operation is the 
only~ method that can be used to 
decrease home consumption, the 
commission explained.

Such night and Sunday closing of the hundreds 
of thousands of filling stations on American streets 
and highways is no minor matter.

For 
the consumer, it means getting gasoline during day- 
light hours or not at all, no hardship ordinarily but 
a problem in an emergency.

Effective March 16 They 
Are Answer to Wide- 
spread Complaints of 
Profiteering. : 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP.) 
~The Government imposed a 
price ceiling today on used tires 
and tubes, effective after March 16,. 
in answer to wide spread com- 
plaints of “price gouging.” 

The order uses prices existing 
between Oct. 1 and Oct. 15 as a 
guide in establishing the ceilings. 


It also sets up a complex schedule 
of prices based on the size and 
condition of the used tires. It 
affects tires for both passenger 
ears and trucks. . 

Price Administrator Leon Hen-/ 
derson said the ceiling was in- 
tended to maintain reasonable 
prices in “the only remaining mar- 
ket for tires and tubes open to thé 
ordinary citizen who cannot satisfy 
rationing regulation requirements 
for purchase of new or retreaded 
tires.” 

Dealers in many instances, he 
asserted, had seized upon the rub% 
ber shortage to sell used tires at 
prices considerably higher than the 
maximum prices allowed for new 
tires. 

Passenger car tires are divided 
into these four catagories, based 
on the amount of wear evident: 

1. Tires which retain 7-32’s of an 
inch or more of tread design depth.- 

2. Tires retaining more than 
$-32’s of an inch but less than 7-32s 
of an inch of tread design depth. 

3. Tires that have been regrooved 
or which retain 3-32’s of an inch or 
less of tread design depth. 

4. Tires worn smooth but usable 
@s carcasses for retreading or re- 
capping. 

Under the system the following 
sample prices for four-ply passen- 
ger car tires of size 6.00-16 are set 
forth: Class 1, $8.10; class 2, 
$6.65; class 3, $4.45; class 4, $1.50 
The new tire price for this size is 
$14.75. The price for fourth class 
used tires of all sizes is $1.50. 

The tread design depth measure- 
ments used in fixing the classifica- 
tions for truck tires are slightly 
larger. 

Sample truck tire prices, for 10- 
ply tires size 8.25-15: First class, 
$37.70; second class, $30.85; third 
class, $20.55; fourth class, $7.20. 

The new tire price is $68.50 for 
this size. 

The maximum passenger car 
tube price is $1.50 for all sizes. 
Truck tube ceiling prices range 
from $2 to $14.

“It cannot be said too strongly 
that the used tire prices set forth 
in the order are maximums,” the 
price administrator noted.

Lucas of Illinois Says Great 
Northern Line Was Seek- 
ing Cut in Assessment at 
That Time. 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—Sehator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
urging Senate approval of a rec- 
ommendation by the Elections 


Committee for exclusion of Sena- 
tor Langer (Rep.), North Dakota, 
said today that a railroad attorney 
testified he was employed for his 
“political connections” in the

Lucas read the testimony of 
Thomas Sullivan, Chicago, special 
attorney for the Great Northern 
Railroad in 1937 and 1938, to the 
Senate after Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, asked whether 
there was anything “suspicious” 
about Langer selling stock in the 
Mexican Land Finance Co. to Sul- 
livan for $25,000. 
The Elections Committee h 
said the Sullivan transaction was 
one of Langer’s actions it felt in- 
volved moral turpitude for which 
he should be denied a seat. 
Answering a suggestion by El- 
lender yesterday that he give the 
Senate “evidence and not conclu- 
sions” Lucas started his: third con- 
secutive day of discussion of the 
charges against Langer with a de- 
tailed explanation of the Sullivan 
transaction. 

He said that Langer accepted 
$25,000 for the “worthless” stock 
during 1937 and 1938 when the 
railroad was seeking reduction of 
tax assessments, arid added that 
although the railroad’s assessment 
was raised in 1937, the year the 
stock contract was signed, its as- 
sessment was reduced the next 
year. 

“Would the Senator point out 
any evidence indicating that the 
contract was entered into under 
suspicious conditions or not done 
in the ordinary way or that there 
was something mysterious about 
it?” Ellender asked. 

Lucas replied by reading from 
Sullivan’s testimony that he was 
a candidate for Minnesota Attor- 
ney General on the Nonpartisan 
League ticket in 1920 and had 


Sullivan testified, Lucas said, 
that he knew he was being paid 
for all his political connections. 
This had particular reference, 
Lucas said, to Sullivan’s employ- 
ment by the Great Northern.

‘Don’t Want Their Spirit 
or Presence’—‘Put Them 
on Alaska Highway or in 
Greenland.’ 


CLEVELAND, March 11 (AP).— 
Those who won't work aren’t good 
enough to serve in the Army, Lieut. 
Gen. Ben Lear declared today. 

“I do not appreciate—nor does 


any soldiet—the remarks we some- 
times read when there is a strike: 


‘Make them work or fight,’” the 
Second Army’s der said. 

“The individual who is un 
to work we don’t want picked up 
and sent to us to join combat 
troops. He isn’t good enough. We 
don’t want his spirit, and we don’t 
want his presenéce.” 

An aid said the General's re- 
marks—in a speech to the Cleve- 
land Advertising Club—should not 
be interpreted as “passing judgment 
upon strikes in geenral,” but rather 
at an expression of resentment 
against the “work or fight” slogan 
as derogatory to the Army. 

“If you want to discipline and 
make useful those who have re- 
fused to work faithfully with the 
team, let labor battalions be 
formed for them,” Lear added. 
“Let such men be given the job 
of building the highway to Alaska, 
of being put to work in Labrador, 
in Greenland. 

“Draft them, yes; but our society 
of men being trained to fight and 
die for this republic is not a re- 
form school.” 

Gen. Lear declared civilian abil- 
ity to withstand the pressure of 
enemy propaganda “has an influ- 
ence on the Army just as it has 
on all civilian life in this period.” 

“A devil’s game is being played 
with us by unscrupulous enemies 
and by their traitorous agents 
within our country,” he said;

Fundamental? Well, the Cards 
lost a game to the Yankees the 
other day, because an infielder 
didn’t sprint after a fly ball with 
all his rynning speed.

YOUNG outfielder was at 
A bat in a close game.

Nothing must stand in the way of this aim. 
Issues that do not strengthen our nation at 
war, that have no bearing on victory, should | 
be put aside. . 

We should be concerned only with those 
issues that involve the winning of the war, and 
they should receive our unqualified support, 

_ if they spell victory. 

Believing this, we, the undersigned, wish to 
renew our plea for the release of Mr. Earl 
Browder from prison. Our reasons for doing 
so are: : 


To our mind it is a grave injustice when a 
man gets four years and a $2,000 fine on a 
charge of a passport violation—a sentence 
ten times as long, and a fine ten times as large, 
as. that usually meted out in any comparable 
case recorded in the judicial district where he 
was tried. Mr. Browder has paid the fine and 
has already served eleven months and twelve 
days of his sentence. 


We believe that under these circumstances 
- the ends of justice will not be served by the 
eontinued imprisonment of Mr. Browder. On 
the contrary, his immediate release would not 
only be an act of justice, but it would serve 
to inspire even greater confidence and faith in 
millions of people to fight all the harder for a 
Nation where equal justice is meted ‘out to all. 


We do not believe that Mr. Browder’s politi- 
eal opinions have any bearing on this case. If 
we allow politics to influence our judgment of 
the Browder case then we condone political 
persecution — which is un-American. 


Still, we know there are a few who may be 
prejudiced against the case because Mr. 
Browder is a Communist. 


Now we believe with the majority of the 
people, that in this hour of crisis political 
differences should not divide loyal Americans 
in their united effort to defend our Nation. 


It is not for us to advocate or defend the 
political opinions of Mr. Browder, who after 
all is a public figure, representative of an exist- 
ing current of political thought in American 
life. But we do know as a matter of public 
record that he and his associates have pledged 
to the Government and the President their un- 
conditional support of the Nation’s just war 
against fascism. 


Therefore, to argue that Mr. Browder should 
remain in prison because of his political con- 
victions, is. promoting disunity at a time when 
National Unity is essential to the very life of 
our Nation. 


If loyal Americans are to remain united, as 
we must if we are to win the war, then un- 
American arguments must not be permitted 
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to confuse and divide us. Therefore, we believe 
that the immediate release of Mr. Browder 
would not only be an act of justice in keeping 
with American traditions but it would alse 
strike a blow at the enemies of National Unity, 
who use Hitler’s arguments to confuse and 
divide us. 

_ There is one other reason why we renew our 
plea for Mr. Browder’s release. 


We are American citizens. We are elected 
officers. of trade unions. Although we speak 
here solely as individuals and not on behalf of 
the trade union movement, we do know that the 
following is a matter of public record. Inter 
national and local unions, embracing two mil- 
lion organized workers, have by vote at official 
meetings, urged the release of Mr. Browder. 
Over two thousand elected trade union officials, 
including two Vice-Presidents of one of the 
great National Trade Union structures, and 
one hundred International officers, have signed 
petitions for the release of Mr. Browder. 


Who are these workers who have urged the 
release of Mr. Browder? They are patriotic 
Americans whose duty it is to produce the 
weapons of war needed for victory. They are 
fulfilling their duty to the nation without eon· 
dition. They know their duty and do it with- 
out stint. 


Why their interest in the fate of Mr. 
Browder? If we know their minds then their 
actions can have but one meaning. They feel it 
their duty to speak out against an injustice 
that helps Hitler. They think that Browder’s 
imprisonment only helps those who wish to 
divide loyal Americans into warring political 
groups. They are determined to oppose any 
act threatening the Nation’s unity. 


This is the opinion on the Browder case of 
an important section of labor. To heed that 
opinion would, we feel certain, inspire millions 
of workers to even greater sacrifice and greater 
efforts in the Battle for Production and in 
fighting the enemies of National Unity! 


In addition to the two million organized 
workers and two thousand labor officials who 
have asked for the imprisoned man’s freedom, 
one million other Americans have requested 
the President to correct this injustice, These 
include outstanding religious leaders, educa- 
tors, scientists, engineers, college presidents, 
national leaders of political parties, etc. 


Those few who speak against Mr. Browder’s 
release have the means of broadcasting their 
views far and wide. We have not—hence this 
ad, paid for by the Citizen’s Committee to 
Free Earl Browder of which Tom Mooney* 
is Chairman.

Today they are recovering at 
Pearl Harbor—Harold Dixon, 42 
years old, of La Mesa, Cal,, avia- 
tion chief machinist’s mate and pi- 
lot; Gene Aldrich, 24, of Sikeston, 
Mo., radioman, and Anthony J. 
Pastula, 24, of Youngstown, O., 
aviation ordnanceman. The Navy 
announced their rescue last month. 


“All Qur Clothes Gone.” 


This is how Dixon describes the 
day before they sighted land: 

“All our clothes were gone. We 
had failed rapidly in physical and 
mental condition. I'd already lost 
three sets of skin from sunburn 
and I was cooked like a Thanks- 
giving turkey. Our tempers were 
short. I would get so mad I 
couldn’t see when I would say 
something and the boys would sit 
and appear not to hear. 

“Things looked pretty sour but 
we agreed this was no time to give 
up. We tried to sleep in huddles 
that night, but part of the time 
we had to bail out the boat with 
our hands because the clothes used 
for a scoop had been ripped or 
washed away. We hadn't slept at 
all, only dozed. Try sleeping on a 
mattress half your length with 
someone hitting it from beneath 
with a baseball bat every few sec- 
onds and you get a rough idea of 
the beating and slapping the seas 
and fish gave us.” 

The next morning Aldrich, al- 
though a seaman by circumstance, 
proved he remained a Midwestern- 
er at heart. 


Sights Land. 


“Chief, I see a field of corn,” he 
said weakly to Dixon. 

Dixon thought he was out of his 
head. Then the. other two also 
saw the “cornfield”—an island with 
a coconut grove. ‘ 

A hurricane buffeted the men as 
they staggered over reefs so rough 
that the island natives had left 
them unguarded, believing them 
unsuited for any landing parties. 
That night the Americans huddled 
in a mat shack they had found. 
Every moment they feared the hur- 
ricane would blow it away. 

Next day natives found them 
and fed them. Ultimately a Navy 
craft rescued them, 

During their storm-tossed jour- 
ney they had been so in need of 
food that Dixon even fought one 
shark with his bare fists. Aldrich 
also tried the bare-handed method 
—and a shark nipped him. 

They solved the water problem 
by waiting for rain, taking off 
their soaked garments and squeez- 
ing the contents into a small con- 
tainer. ‘ 

Dixon, partially deaf because 
Aldrich discharged a pistol too 
close to his ear in eagerness to 
kill the albatross, has two wishes: 

He wants to see his ranch at 
La Mesa, and he wants to go back 
to that South Sea island some 
time’ 

It was the most beautiful “corn- 
field” he ever hdpes to see. 
Landing at Sea. 

It was on the night of Jan. 16 
that Dixon decided he had better 
set his plane down on the sea 
while enough gas remained to 
keep the plane under control. 

The plane sank quicker than ex- 
pected and the men were unable to 
save rations, water or instruments.

While floundering in the water, 
they managed to inflate the rubber 
life raft, its inside dimensions only 
28 by 80 inches. Into this pre- 
carious craft the. three crowded 
for the perilous days ahead. 

“We were not concerned much 
“We 
knew searchers would be out, and 
sure enough we saw a.plane in the 
morning. But it ‘did not see us 
and that was the last we saw of 
possible help.” 

The raft was not equipped with 
oars and for some time the men 
just drifted. Later Dixon’s shoes 
were rigged so that they could be 
used as hand-oars. 

“Don’t say we drifted to the 
island—we worked,” Dixon said. 


Shoots Shark. 


He told of shooting a big leopard 
shark which came so close he mere- 
ly held the pistol against the 
shark’s head. He related that still 
later he struck another shark with 
his bare fists. 

The men lost from 20 ‘to 50 
pounds each in the long ordeal. 

They rigged a sea anchor from 
a life jacket, using it whenever 
winds were adverse. At all times 
they knew where they wanted to 
go—toward islands to the south. 

The sea was smooth during the 
first part of the trip. Later, when 
they finally sighted land, during a 
hurricane, they were tossed into 
the ocean time and again, only to 
climb back on the raft. 

The total food they consumed 

hardly would make more than one 
good meal, but Dixon insisted cof- 
tee id. cigarettes were missed 
more than the food. Aldrich proved 
the best fisherman. 
They had practically no water 
the first four days, until they 
figured out the idea of using their 
underclothing as a sponge. Neither 
did they have food. 


Stabs Fish. 


Then Aldrich stabbed a fish with 
his pocket knife and they chewed 
the raw flesh. They said it was 
like rubber. 

The albatross was next on the 
menu. After part had been eaten 
Dixon noted at night that the bird 
seemed to emit light. He feared 
it had become poisonous from feed- 
ing in phosphorescent waters and 
heaved the remainder of the carcass 
overboard. 

On the seventh day Aldrich 
stabbed a four-foot shark. 

“We ripped the shark open with 
pliers,” Dixon said. “We had read 
about vitamins in shark’s liver so 
ate that first. It was very good. 
We also ate two sardines found 
in the shark’s stomach with a 
great deal of relish. And the next 
day-we polished off the shark it- 
self. 

“On the fourteenth day Aldrich 
caught another fish and I caught 
a bird by reaching up for it when 
it landed on the raft. It was some 
sort of tern but to us it tasted like 
fried chicken. We devoured it on 
the épot. 

Pick up Coconut. 

“On the twenty-first day we 
picked up a coconut. 

“On the twenty-eighth day we 
had bad luck, I: dived for an 
albatross that came close to the 
raft but took a belly-buster and 
missed.

thirty-third day. We had lost our 
clothes, all but one shoe, and the 
pistol long since had corroded 
into uselessness. We found our- 
selves periodically in a daze. 


“T was lying down as best I 
could the morning of the thirty- 
fourth day when Henry (Aldrich’s 
nickname), said he saw corn. I 
didn’t pay any attention. I just 
thought he was gone. Then he 
said it again, so I stood up and it 
didn’t take long to decide it was an 
island.

STOP AND THINK 


ITH the loss of the East In- 

dies it is time to make up our 

minds to learn the lessons of 
these defeats. They are not to be 
learned from the anguished dis- 
patches of correspondents on a 
dozen widely scattered fronts cry- 
ing out that not enough help has 
come from America to that partic- 
ular point. The defeat of the 
United Nations in the South Pa- 
cific has much more to teach us 
about the conduct of the war than 
that we ought to have sent strong- 
er forces everywhere at once. 


The crux of the matter is that 
the strategy of the United Nations 
in the Pacific has been dictated by 
political rather than by military 
considerations. There was the 
primary political consideration, re- 
sponding to our own pacifist and 
isolationist sentiment, which pre- 
vented us, until Dec. 7, from mak- 
ing any commitments with our al- 
lies for a united war against Japan. 


This left us with a loose under- 
standing that the British would 
defend their possessions in Hong- 
kong and Malaya and Singapore 
and Burma and the Dutch would 
defend their island empire, and 
that we would defend the Philip- 
pines. Thus the strategy of the 
South Pacific was not'to make war 
against Japan by a united effort 
at some place but for each of the 
Allies to stand guard over his own 
possessions. This, rather than the 
lack of adequate reinforcements 
from the other side of the world, 
is the reason why the scattered 
defenders have everywhere been 
outnumbered and overwhelmed. 


The United Nations, moved by 
a natural but a false desire to 
hold their possessions everywhere, 
have made the worst possible use 
of the by no means inconsiderable 
forces which were in the Far Hast. 
For political reasons they were 
unable and unwilling to abandon 
quickly, if you like cold-bloodedly, 
what they could not hope to de- 
fend, and‘then to concentrate their 
forces at any vital point for a 
great action. Thus ships, planes, 
munitions, troops have been chewed 
to pieces at isolated points over a 
vast area, 

_ From all these isolated forces 
have come heartrending pleas to 
America or to Great Britain for

CHAPTER VI—THE NAVY AND THE NATiON 


N statistical tables today (1909), 

we find that by vessels and ton- 

nage the United States Navy 
ranks third, and that of Japan 
fifth. Ordinarily this is as far as 
the casual observer goes. To him 
it is self-evident that a naval power 
of the fifth rank could not hope 
to compete with one that is third 
in naval supremacy. 


The efficiency of the means em- 
ployed in naval warfare is sup- 
posed to determine the probabili- 
ties of victory, yet these chances 
are great or small as the command- 
ers are proficient or inexperienced 
in the duties devolving upon them, 
each year becoming more intricate, 
the strain more constant and wear- 
ing, so that the faculties and 
strength of men commanding these 
vast ships endure only so long as 
their vigor is unimpaired and their 
mentality still possesses the ‘keen 
alertness of youth, 

Because of the natural deterior- 
ation in man the American Navy, 
even if it were perfect in every 
other phase of its construction and 
government, its present system of 
command would counteract. this 
efficiency, and all that which had 
gone to make up a great navy 
would, in some few hours of an 
afternoon, vanish. For in this na- 
tion, captains are not commissioned 
until they reach the age of 56, while 
in Japan the average age of such 
officers is 38; a difference of near- 
ly 20 years. This is not all. While 
captains in the American Navy 
have only four and a half years 
in this grade, the Japanese have 
eight, giving them twice as much 
experience though they are 20 years 
younger. (Today, both our Army 
and Navy are putting more empha- 
sis on youth and physical alert- 
ness.—Ed.) 


Product of Indifference. 


For these and many other defi- 
ciencies that relegate the ‘com- 
bative power of the American Navy 
to a comparatively low degree, the 
nation is alone responsible. By its 
indifference, as expressed through 
its legislative representatives, these 
things have come about—to efface, 
in due time, all the victories of the 
past. 


These deficiencies, however, do 
not affect the naval situation ex- 
isting between Japan and this Re- 
public; conditions governing their 


The Author 


OMER LEA, author of “The 
H Valor of Ignorance,” who« 

died in 1912, is recognized 
in competent quarters as one of 
the great military strategists.

tories are still far below the possible maximum in 
turning out the arms and equipment required to 
win the war. — 

There are several reasons for this lag, Mr. Nelson 
said in his radio address last night. He refused to 


warned against name-calling and smearing; his 
prescription was simply this: More hard work and 
more co-operation. The War Production Board 
chairman did, however, bring up one important 
point which has not had sufficient attention, and 
that is the problem of idle machines. 

It was amazing to learn from Mr. Nelson that 
“if all our equipment now involved in war produc- 
tion were used 24’ hours a day, seven days a week, 
we would practically double the man-hours being 
put into military production.” There would be still 
more man-hours if equipment now not being used 
at all were put into war production. In other 
words, we could actually double our production 
if this were done, and Mr. Nelson’s appeal of last 
week for an increase of 25 per cent is seen to be 
in reality a modest goal. ; 

The urgent need for more production, uninter- 
rupted production, 168-hour-a-week production for 
winning this war, should be known to all, Yet Mr. 
Nelson finds 20 per cent of war plants now operate 
only five or five and a half days a week. Many 
plants are closed on Sunday. Second shifts use only 
40 per cent of plant capacity, and third shifts only 
20 per cent, he said. The New York newspaper PM 
is conducting a survey, and finds that great quanti- 
ties of machines, shipbuilding facilities and other 
vital tools in its area are not being used at all. At 
least, they are not being used to achieve American 
victory, for, as Mr. Nelson said, “Idle tools work for 
Hitler.” | 

How can every machine be brought into all-out 
production? Mr. Nelson mentioned some of the 
obstacles: reluctance to increase the number of shifts, 
faulty flow of materials, lack of imagination in 
planning greater production, questions of overtime 
for holidays and Sundays, problems of training new 
men, changes in designs, shortages of certain spe- 
cial facilities, the need of providing materials and 
machines for our allies. . 

Each of these is a problem that can be overcome 
by following the Nelson prescription of more hard 
work and more co-operation. Each one is a challenge 
to the resourcefulness and patriotism of American 
management and labor. But the time is growing 
short; each day brings word of new enemy gains. 
Nothing can be allowed to interfere with getting 
every machine into ‘continuous use. If we are to 
double production, or even to increase it by 25 per 
cent, every energy must be strained to overcome the 
obstacles and get those machines running 24 hours 
a day, 168 hours a week—for victory.

The Coming Battle for India 


Daring as it may be, Nazis actually have planned conquest of India 
as stab at heart of British Empire, writer states; they have not over- 
looked its vast wealth; tribesmen long incited by Hitler agents; 
Japs seem a help to Germans now, but wouldfight them for booty.

T IS for India that the last and decisive 
battle of the Old World will be fought. 
That German-Japanese collaboration in 
this fantastic scheme was formulated, and 
prepared in detail, a long time ago is cer- 
tain and can even now be documented. 
As early as 1935, the Italian magazine 
Gerarchia, founded by Benito Mussolini, ac- 
tually published what amounts to a blue- 
rint of this collaboration. In 1937, Admiral 
dow, a close friend of Grand Admiral 
Erich von Raeder, in the official Deutsche 
Militaerische Rundschau said this: 
“As soon as the opportunity arises, Japan 
will have to attack Hongkong and destroy 
the British Navy in Chinese waters. She 
will have to attack and blockade Singapore. 
She will have to send her U-boats to Aden, 
will have to help close the Suez Canal and 
foster rebellion in India and Egypt. She will 
have to take over Siam and destroy the 
ports of Darwin and Derby in northern 
Australia. She must take Borneo and de- 
story the British fortification at Colombo.” 
The Western arm of the Hitler-manipu- 
lated super-pincer, at this writing, seems to 
have stopped moving; in fact, it has been 
shoved back somewhat by the valiant coun- 
terthrusts of the Russians, But it is the 
considered judgment of some of the best 
authorities that the apparent Russian suc- 
cesses are due largely to withdrawals of 
German forces from the Eastern front in 
preparation for the Nazi spring campaign, 
The distance from the easternmost points 
reached by the German armies in the vicin- 
ity of Rostov-on-Don and Kerch on the Sea 
of Azov to the Northwestern boundary of 
India is still several hundred miles, and 
almost insurmountable barrigrs lie astride 
the routes leading to the Khyber Pass, the 
Indus River and the fertile plains of Great 
Britain’s most precious possession. 
Yet the claim that India is the next prime 
objective on Hitler’s program is made in all 
based upon the 
shrewd though daring plans of the Nazi 
geo-political and military staffs; upon the 
intimate knowledge of their visionary temer- 
ity; their gift, nothing short of genius, for 
detailed preparation and their utter ruth- 
lessness in the execution of daring schemes, 
* * 


are the biggest on earth—a fact known to 
geologists but not to the world at large. 

As far as the Germans are concerned, 
they have dreamed of a conquest of the 
Middle East and beyond that of Iran and 
India for a long, long time. The phrase, 
“Drang nach Osten,” has been part of their 
geo-political vocabulary for decades; a Ber- 
lin-to-Baghdad railro&@d was one of the pet 
schemes of Emperor Wilhelm IJ, a rail line 
which, actually, was not to end at Baghdad 
at all, but was to be extended to Basra, 
Karachi and Calcutta. 

In June, 1918, the Chief of the Austrian 
General Staff, Freiherr von Arz, informed 
Austrian Minister of Foreign Affairs Burian 
that Germany’s designs in Europe and Asia 
had been outlined to him by Gen. Krauss, 
Commander of Austria’s Army of the East. 

Maj. Gen. Prof, Dr. Karl Haushofer of 
Lebensraum fame, head of the Munich Geo- 
political Institute, has been working for 


‘years on detailed plans for Germany’s east- 


ern expansion. The path Soviet Russia 
was to take in the early stages of this 
gigantic enterprise was carefully mapped 
out, and the Hitler-Stalin pact was defi- 
nitely based upon Haushofer’s visions. How- 
ever, the Herr Doktor’s program also pro- 
vided for the present phase of World War IL.

The joint occupation of Persia by British 
and Soviet troops has placed an added ob- 
stacle across the Nazi route to India. But 
Berlin is inclined to minimize its impor- 
tance because Hitler’s experts are con- 
vinced that (1) the activities of their agents 
have been effective enough to turn Iranian 
tribesmen into allies as soon as the time is 
ripe; (2) the numerical strength of the oc- 
cupying forces is insufficient te stem the 
advance of a powerful and well-equipped 
German army; and (8) the German-built 
trans-Iranian railroad’can easily be wrested 
from the hands of the British once Tabriz, 
Bandar Shah and Teheran are reached. 

The situation in Afghanistan is by no 
means encoufaging for the British. Under 
the Kabul treaty signed by Germany and 
Afghanistan in August, 1939, numerous Ger- 
man firms opened branch offices in the 
Afghan capital, staffed with picked Nazi 
agents. And the Nazi-inspired and financed 
“Young Afghans” in due course became 
an influential and well-organized group re- 
solved to play an important part in the 


|} coming onslaught in British India. 


The mountains along the Northern and 
Northwestern frontier of India are inhab- 
ited by tribesmen who have been thorns in 
the flesh of the English ever since the 
Union Jack was hoisted over Indian terri- 
tory. And to the East, beyond Tibet, Japan 
is even now at the gates. 

What turn the battle would take once the 
Nazi legions were within striking distance, 
if and where the Germans and Japanese 
armies would meet, is another question. 
But if they should meet in India, there 
must by necessity be a clash between the 
partners. Both Japan—since Hideyoshi in 
the sixteenth century—and Germany have 
included this rich country in their dreams 
of empire. Could Germany ever be ex- 
pected to yield India to Japan?

An Old Principle. 


I don’t wish to over-emphasize 
these conflicts. There hasn't yet 
been time to judge how they will 
work out.

The best plan in the world 
won’t work under the direction of 
incompetent men but able men of 
understanding and good-will can 
make the worst plan in the world 
work.

The members of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra gave a party 
for some 3000 guests last night in

Now, and in the future more so, 
must all preparations for war be 
made in time of peace, even to the 
extent of working out hypothetical!

war, Whatever nation neglects 
—— precautions is doomed to de- 
fea 

The navy must be considered as 
being co-existent with ‘the nation, 
and to be constantly prepared for 
war so long as the nation shall 
endure; expanding in size and et- 
ficiency as the nation expands in 
political greatness; progressing as 
science and invention progress, so 
that it is always ready to encoun- 
ter those old storms that fall upon 
nations out of clear skies. 


While a battleship endures less 
a score of years, its useful- 
ness may cease in a few months. 
Not only does it take years to 
build such ships, but the facilities 
for their construction are limited. 
A half-dozen wars could be lost 
and won before the destroyed fleets 
of a nation, or those made useless 
through the development of naval 
science, could be replaced. 
Continuous Policy. 

The potential naval strength of 
a nation is determined not by the 
products of a single year, but by 
the term of years that marks its 
duration; not by alternating cycles 
of renascence and deterioration, 
but by a continuous policy of pro- 
duction and excellence ag deter- 
mined from year to year by the in- 
creasing political importance of the 
nation and the progress in naval 
invention. 

To accomplish this, the navy 
must be removed- far from the 
sphere of politics—that state of 
transitory ideals, that ideal of 
transitory greatness. But this na- 
tion has not put aside the charac- 
teristics, so prominent in repub- 
lican forms of government, of 
treating the army and navy as the 
expedients of a struggle, rather 
than the permanent source of a 
nation’s safety. If this policy were 
possible in the past, it is no longer 
so, and each succeeding year di- 
minishes its probabilities, 

The present navy (1909), being 
the greatest ever possessed by this 
republic, is an illustration of the 
evils of sporadic growth upon the 
debris piles of deterioration.

of the Jewish War Veterans. Al- 
ready 1000 of the small books have 
been sent to members of the Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard and Marines for 
them to record their activities in 
the war. 

Morris Stone, a stock and bond 
salesman, past post commander, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 
“I certainly wish we had had a 
diary when we were overseas in 
the World War. So many things 
happened that we want to recall 
in later years but the old memory 
just isn’t there.” 

Stone suggested that the greatest 
benefit of a diary to a _ soldier 
would be the proof to him that 
“folks back home haven't forgot- 
ten.” 

“One thing that eased the bitter- 
ness of the men in the last war 
when they returned was the mem- 
ory of the coffee and doughnuts 
distributed by the Salvation Army 
in the trenches,” he said. “Maybe 
our diaries will do the same thinr.” 

The post has received about 500 
letters of appreciation since it be- 
gan distributing the diaries soon 
after the Pearl Harbor attack. A 
typical letter began: “Your gift 
certainly gives a fellow a lift when 
he realizes the folks back in good 
old St. Louis are behind him and 
want to do all they can to help.” 

The books contain about 200 
pages and are bound with imita- 
tion leather. Entitled “My Life in 
the Service,” they have sections 
for “My Buddies in the Service,” 
“Officers I Have Met,” “Civilians I 
Have Met.” Costing 36 cents apiece, 
they are bought through contribu- 
tions solicited by the 226 members 
of the post. J 

So grateful was a Negro soldier 
for his diary that he wrote to the 
post: “I would like to join your 
organization on my return.”

German Air Activity. 

German aircraft are more nu- 
merous and more active over the 
front than at any time since De- 
cember when winter and possibly 
the necessity for economizing on 
fuel forced them to hibernate. At 
Staraya Russa, where the Soviet 
artillery is steadily breaking down 
enemy positions around the town 
and shrinking the line of encircle- 
ment, the Luftwaffe is giving heavy 
support to the luckless defending 
garrison, Groups of from 30 to 40 
bombers are raiding bases and at- 
tacking the Russians. 

The Germans are utilizing num- 
bers of heavy transport planes, 
mostly of the Junkers-U52 type, to 
convoy foodstuffs, munitions and 
clothing to the trapped troops. It 
is claimed that the Red air force 
is taking a heavy toll of these 
ponderous transport ships daily. 
From prisoners the Russians 
have heard stories of a new Ger- 
man development in the shape of 
huge gliders with wingspread of 
170 feet and passenger capacity of 
150 fully armed men towed by 
three planes. But if such a crea- 
tion actually exists no Russian has 
seen it. 

Experience of One Division. 
Illustrative of the pounding some 
German units have taken in the 
eight months of war, Russian re- 
ports cite the experience of the 
German Fifty-seventh Infantry Di- 
vision, which was first cut to 
pieces at Smolensk last August. 
Withdrawn for reorganization, it 
returned to the front for the at- 
tack on Moscow but by the end 
of October had lost more than 
two-thirds of its effectives. It was 
then sent to France and again re- 
formed presumably in preparation 
for the spring offensive. During 
January, according to the Russian 
account, the division suddenly was 
dispatched to the Staraya Russa 
region, where for a third time it 
is going through the gneat chop- 
per. a 

A German prisoner, captured 
near Staraya Russa, was asked by 
a Russian correspondent why the 
Germans were putting up such 
“mad resistance” in their sur- 
rounded strongholds. The Ger- 
man’s reply was that refusal to 
fight meant death from their own 
side and that in any case the Ger- 
man soldiers had been led to be- 
lieve by their officers. that the 
Russians were shooting all pris- 
oners.

To walk a tight rope successfully, you must 
gain a broader perspective as by focussing upon a distant 
object, such as the wing of the stage.

Health Tests 
Rigid for U.S. 
Army Pilots

P HYSICAL requirements for

draftees in the present emer- 

gency are much stricter than 
they were in World War I. This 
is certainly to be encouraged be- 
cause a great deal of national ex- 
pense in the post-war period in the 
form of pensions was unnecessari- 
ly imposed because the medical ex- 
aminations of draftees during 
World War I were not sufficiently 
strict. I hear a great deal of com- 
plaint from young men about the 
strictness of Army examinations 
for Army aircraft pilots, Thou- 
sands of men have gone up for 
such examinations who need not 
have wasted their time if they had 
been familiar with the basic re- 
quirements that are now set up, or 
if they had consulted a civilian 
doctor who was familiar with the 
requirements for Army aircraft 
pilots. 

No private doctor or civilian 
medical board is authorized to 
qualify physically a candidate for 
the Army Air Corps. Official quali- 
fication must be determined by a 
special Army examining board 
which includes a flight surgeon 


and at least one other officer. 

The examination of the Army 
aircraft pilot consists of first, a 
history; second, a general physical 
examination; third, special exam- 
inations for the eye, the ear and 
the nose and throat. The histo 
and general physical examination 
are not much more rigid than 
those for any candidate for com- 
mission in the Army. .

UNDER THE GENERAL physi- 
cal examination, young men who 
are thinking of entering the serv- 
ice should know that to be eligible, 
a candidate should be between 64 
and 78 inches in height, and his 
weight must be between 115 and 
217 pounds and must be in propor- 
tion to his height. The examina- 
tion of the heart, lungs and ner- 
vous system for reflexes, gaits, co- 
ordination and tremors are not 
markedly different from those of 
a candidate for.other departments 
of the service. A persistent pulse 
rate of 100 or over, or of 50 or 
under or a persistent blood pres- 
sure of 140 or over disqualifies.

Typical s Harry Gerber, With Wife 


and Six Children to Feed—After 12 
Years on Assembly Line, He Is One 
of 1500 St. Louisans Who Can't 


Find Jobs.

N 8t. Louis, there are more than 
J 1500 experienced automobile as- 

sembly line workers, thrown out 
of work through no fault of their 
own or of. their employers when thé 
Government stopped produetion of 
automobiles, who have been unable 
to find jobs—any kind of  jobs— 
in war industries. 

Figures compiled by the CIO 
United Automobile Workers’ locals 
and corroborated by the United 
States Employment Service show 
that about 2250 men were laid off 
by, the Fisher Body, Chevrolet and 
Ford assembly plants, most of 
them in January and February, 
but many as long ago as October 
and a few last July. 

About 700 have found jobs in war 
industries, usually for about half 
the wages they received in the au- 
tomobile plants, ' 

In addition to the auto workers, 
there are about 5800 other produc- 
tion workers in St. Louis now un- 
employed, nearly all of them idle 
because of priorities curtailments 
or other aspects of the wartime 
dislocation of industry, 

The auto workers constitute the 
most acute social problem, how- 
éver, because of a sudden enforced 
idleness. Many of them are sup- 
porting large families and making 
payments on homes. These men, 
who made about $40 a week, are 


living on State unemployment in-. 


surance payments that average $18 
a week, and are going deeper and 
deeper into debt to support their 
families. 

Those laid off in January and 
February have drawn from two to 
six of the 16 weekly compensation 
checks to which they are entitled. 
The men laid off last fall usually 
have found temporary jobs here 
and there and still have a few 
weeks of their compensation pay 
coming.' After that they don’t 
know what will happen. Unlike 
their fellow auto workers in De- 
troit, they don’t know when, or if, 
the plants here will be converted 
to war work, : 

The Chevrolet plant probably will 
continue to assemble Army trucks. 
Workers hear rumors that some 
other defense contractor is going 
to take over the closed Fisher 
Body plant, but have been unable 
to obtain definite information. 
What plans may have been made 
for the Ford plant are unknown. 

President Roosevelt asked for a 
300 million dollar appropriation to 
supplement State unemployment 
payments for these workers, but 
the bill was rejected 16 to 8 by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee after a number of Govern- 
ors, most of them from Southern 
states, opposed the measure on the 
ground that: it was an effort to 
federalize State unemployment pro- 
grams. 

A less publicized reason for the 
opposition was the fear of some 
committee members that the pro- 
posed $24-a-week maximum pay- 
ment would affect farm wages and 
upset the Southern wage scale. 

Another Administration request 
for a 100-million-dollar supplemen- 
tal appropriation for the WPA, to 
be distributed in areas hard hit 
by the conversion was 
rejected by a sub-committee of the 
House Appropriation Committee 
yesterday.

State, all for $18 except for the 
first week in January. In that 
week he was called back to work 
at the plant, but worked only one 
day. The $5 he made was deducted 
from the compensation check that 
week, 

“I guess I've got applications in 
just about everywhere — employ- 
ment seryice, small arms plant, 
Curtiss-Wright, McDonnell Air- 
craft, everywhere,” he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “They all talk 
nice, but it’s always the same— 
‘We'll let you know when we can 
use you.’ . 

“I’ve made seven trips down to 
Broadway,—the employment serv- 
ice. Last time I was there the best 
they had was a job that paid 40. 
cents an hour, seven and a half 
hours a day, $18 a week. 

“IT said to the man, ‘Could you 
live on that?’ -I said ‘You ought 
to be ashamed, offering that kind 
of job to an experienced assembly 
line worker with a family.’ He 
didn’t say anything. He knew I 
was right.”

0 had a quarry job that, paid 65 

cents an hour, but the workers 
had to have their own automobiles 
to get there. Gerber has been tn- 
able to buy a 1942 license for the 
1929 Hupmobile which he former- 
ly drove to work. 

“They need all kinds of welders*® 
at the small arms plant,” Gerber 
said to the reporter. . 

“Every kind except the kind ‘he 
knows about,” Mrs. Gerber put in. 

“Well, I've got my application 
in to go to one of those Govern- 
ment classes in this arc welding at 
Hadley Vocation, but I never heard 
anything from that either.” 

Gerber tried to get a job as a 
guard, but was told he had to 
be 5 feet 11. He is not much over 
5 feet tall. 

Like many other auto workers, 
he wrote Congressman John J. 
Cochran. Cochran suggested that 
he try the Civil Service office. Ger- 
ber tried that, but the only position 
they had open was for guards—in 


Washington. 


On his wage of $1.20 an hour— 
he made $1794 in 1941—Gerber nev- 
er was able to put any money 
aside. It all went for family ex- 
penses. He succeeded in putting 
his oldest son, now in CCC camp, 
through high school, ‘and feels 
that’s quite an accomplishment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gerber serve as 
part-time caretakers for the 29- 


_ acre wooded tract on which they 


live, and in return for that they 

ate allowed to live in ‘the cottage 

for only $10 a month. Sinee De-

Gerber has kept up his payments 
of $2.76 a month on a $2000 group 
life insurance and hospitalization 
policy he bought while he was 
working, but six months after his 
layoff he will have to begin paying 
larger premiums on an individual 
rate and probably will have to drop 
the policy. 

“If I didn’t have a kind-hearted 
grocer, I don’t know what we'd 
do,” Gerber said. “I guess I owe 
him half a hundred now. We used 
to have some chickens, but we ate 
them since I was laid off.” 

Dinner that night for the Gerbers 
and the four oldef children con- 
sisted of macaroni and cheese, a 


small bowl of canned salmon salad,~ 


lettuce, coffee for the grownups 
and water for the children. 


“The man over at the church 
asked me if I needed any help,” 
Gerber said, “but you know how 
that is. A guy doesn’t like that 
sort of stuff. I told him no.” 

“After all,” said his wife, “we're 
still independent people. We 
wouldn’t let a newspaper write us 


up like this except there’s times

Why North | 
Doubled an 
Opening Bid

North was eminently correct to 
double the opening heart bid rath- 
er than make a diamond overcall. 
From North’s point of view, the 
“future” of the hand, if any, was 
in spades, not diamonds, and his 
duty, therefore, was to coax 4&4 
spade response from South. Note 
the logical development from that 
point. South, of course, was not 
strong enough to respond with a 
jump bid in spades, and North 
could not afford the direct spade 
raise that would virtually guaran- 
tee four good trumps. Instead, 
North properly adopted a “mark- 
ing time” bid, showing his diamond 
suit, and South then was able to 
rebid a suit which, under normal 
circumstances, could not be rebid 
unless it had already been raised, 
North’s take-out double of one 
heart had invited a spade response 
(the other major suit), and that 
invitation had not been withdrawn 
merely by North’s failure to raise 
spades. 

South realized that North might 
be worried about a very weak 
spake suit in the South hand, 
something such as J x X X. South’s 
actual holding was so much better 
than this that he properly deter- 
mined to make that fact clear. The 
spade rebid, therefore, was entire- 
ly justified. Also, it paved the way 
to an excellent contract. After 
hearing the r»bid, North could af- 
ford to raise spades, and South, 
with two queens on the side which 
might be very valuable (they 
turned out to be vitally important) 
went to game, which was fulfilled 
without difficulty. 

The notable point in this bidding 
sequence is North’s timing of his 
spade raise. The player who dou- 
bles for a take-out should not raise 
the forced response at his first 
opportunity unless he holds excel- 
lent trump support. By bidding an- 
other suit and later raising the 
forced response, information is 
clearly conveyed that the respond- 
er needs some length or strength 
in the suit in order to proceed 
safely.
